New Unlisted Elongated Show up in a Collecjtion

A few weeks ago I was lucky enough to pick up a large collection of 
Elongated Cents do to a friend of mine being in the right place at the 
right time. When I was running my Coin Shop I use to take a quick trip 
up to Silvertown Coin Dealer at Winchester,In. to pick up Silver Bullion 
or Gold for customers. This is a big dealership that buys and sell in 
volume. There was times we would be there when they had just gotton large 
collections of tokens, medals, encased cents in aluminun, which I collect, 
or even Elongated coins. One day I was lucky enough to pick up a complete 
set of the Don Adams- Elongated Type Series mounted in the special fold out 
book with 3 pages that hold 12 coins per page. Well, this time there was 
a lot of 300 assorted Elongated coins, many old Worlds Fair, 1933-34 Chicago 
and 1939 New York, even a few scarce ones but the ones that were unusual 
were 4 that I knew I did not have in my collection. One was a OHIO State 
Fair, 1946, another was a 1939 Golden Gate International Exposition,and 
2 newer ones that were rolled at the 1964-65 New York Worlds Fair. One 
has a large tower or building with what looks like a rouni moon at the top 
the words Fabulous- Florida, New york Worlds Fair, 1964-1965 and a fancy 
rope border. The other is a Bust of President John F. Kennedy in the middle 
of the coin and is engraved so deep that the Head is not completely full 
as there is not enough metal to push into the die, I Guess, to fill it. 

The word "President''' above the head and the words ,f John F. Kennedy'"’be low 
the head. Again this has a fancy rope border just like the other Worlds 
Fair die. I have been told by one in the know that both of these was rolled 
at the Worlds Fair. Both dies have the fancy border and look like they may 
be pantograph engraved dies as they are really nice. I am not an artist but 
will try to draw a picture of each of these 4 dies below and if any of you 
out there have any information about any of these elongateds I would like 
to hear from you. I have several of each and don’t know what to price 
them but will sell one of each at the level one of Martin-Dow Book at $3.00 


each. Limit one of each to a person while they last. I put one of each 
in my collection so don’t need all these extras. Will try to get the rest 
sorted out and list them loiter.

I Hope these above rough drawings can give you some idea of what the coins 
will look like. Due to the small letters on the Golden Gate die and the 
New York Die I had to go outside the border to get all the words on but 
hope you can tell what I mean. Do any of you have any of these 4 dies. I 
do not find them listed in the Martin-Dow book. Out of the 300 assorted 
coins there were several of each of these so there must be several around. 
The New York fair was over 20 years ago so some of these coins should be 
coming out from estates when people die and things are sold off. Dealers 
get a lot of old coins, tokens, medals that way. I would think the 
1939 Golden Gate Expo and the 1946 Ohio Fair would be more scarce but don’t 
have any information on either. Someone help. Let me know if you have 
one in your collection.

NEGLECTED ELONGATED COLLECTOR INTERESTS

denominations. Many issues, of a given date, were given only to members, 
as admittance gate tickets, and there-in lies the challenge. 

$2 would be Christmas issues, dated and non—dated, as well as other Holi¬ 
day related issues. Again, complete yearly series and denominations come in 
to play. Many of those which are non-dated could be attached to one's out 

going holiday greeting cards, adding to the recipients' interest. Think about 
it! 


#3 could well be engraver and rollers' errors, and they do make them. A 
nice addition to one's personal collection, is to have an error elongate plac¬ 
ed along side of a corrected issue, Le. dates, places, or just spelling. Also, 
along this particular line, goes long or excedingly short roll outs, off- 
center, and/or imcomplete or improper placement of the engraved image. All of 
these factors ^also, hold true for various denominations and metals. Try it!

The Strategic Petroleum Re

In the last issue of the TEC News I had a piece on the Strategic 
Petroleum Reserve (SPR) achieving 500 million barrels of crude 
oil in storage. This article is about the SPR and President 

Ford. 


The SPR was authorized during the Ford Administration when 
President Ford came to the DOE terminal on the Mississippi River 
at St. James, Louisiana on April 5, 1982 as the Senior official 
witnessing the arrival of the 250th million barrel of oil into 
the reserve. A little known antidote is that when President 
Ford was speaking at the dockside ceremony, a seagull got him on 

his shirt! 

At any rate, I sent him a pair of the SPR elongated coins and 
received in return a very warm acknowledgment. If space per¬ 
mits, perhaps this correspondence can be reproduced in this TEC 

news letter. 

I wonder if it wouldn't be interesting and appropriate for 
President Ford if we as an organization would make a display of 
elongated coins that show or refer to our former President? 

There are elongated coins on Ford-Dole; WIN; Inaugurated - Not 
Elected; Pardoned Nixon; Inaugurated August 9, 1984; Keep a 
Ford in the White House; Ford 38th President, that I am aware of 
- there must be others as well. Perhaps President Ford would 

put our display in the Ford Museum.

Modern Rarities— They do Exist!!

Many modern Elongated Coins are made each year for people who order only 

250 pieces from the die. Most rollers always roll a few extra pieces, 

25 or 30 for there own stock to use as samples to send out to show people 

there work. After about a year or so the steel roll that had 4 of these 

dies on it can be taken to a tool and die shop and be surfaced ground off 

and the steel roll can be re-used. Now it cost about $35.00 to have a new 

roll made to engrave 4 dies on. It cost only $5.00 to have one ground off 

to re-use. As you can see, it makes it economical to have the roll ground 

off and reused. In most cases an engraver and roller places 4 dies of the 

same type or style on a roll to use for orders. Many of these dies are now 

destroyed and less than 300 coins have been rolled. Most of the time these 

coins are sent into one area and do not get sent out over a wide area. 

The commercial rollers at Fairs or Festivals or tourist areas have people 

from many different towns or states that may buy one of there coins and 

they are taken all over the country. These coins are usually made in large 

quanties and will always be available. However in years to come, these 

small issues of less than 300 coins will be "Modern Rarities".
